»teele of tbe Scripps -Howard papers bad beard 
that Greeaglass bad been transferred to Danbury^ Connecticut, and 
was about to be released. He wanted to get in touch with him with 
the view of doing a story which could be used against the Rosenborgs, 
et al. 



After checking, 1 told Steele that Greenglass was still 
in the Federal penitentiary in Ltewisburg, Pennsylvania, and would not 
be eligible for parole until February, 1956; that he had not been sent 
to Danbury as this was contrary to prison regulations.

Oreenglass is now serving a IS^year term in E^Sm Eeni^ 
tentiary^ Lewisburgy for conspiracy to commit e^ionapo ajid 

Barry Gold, 
admitted Soviet agerAg is also serving a 30-year term in that 
prison. By letter of 12/27/54 the Eardeng lemisburp fenitentiaryg

It would l>e desirable to have a parole advisor for 
Greenglass who would /Bne^pr ope r interest dtf Gre eng lass at 
heart and who would not become involved in any sense with the 
still active Communists groups who are attempting to make 
propaganda out of the Rosenberg case. While Barrington 
offering to act in capacity of parole advisor loould meet the 
problem of seeing that Greenglass is properly advised it could 
give the Communist forces a basis for charging that since 
Barrington is an ex^Agent the FBI is still attempting to retain 
coniroJ of Greenglass. MbAndrews states that former ACSA James 
Kilsheimer was active in prosecution of the Rosenberg case. Be 
is now in private practice of law and would undoubtedly have an 
interest in Greenglass and might well be willing to act as

Bage refused to be interviewed by 
agents on December 1$, 1950, and again on February l8 and March 12, 

1953* On January 31- and February 7, ^95l$ ^ refused to answer 
questions before a Federal grand Jury. 

DR. UEBJCF I/INSOHITZ is a scientist leho was employed at 
Los Alamos 194J^4D. David Greenglass included hie name on list 
of personnel he furnished Sold or Bosenberg as possible espionage 
recruits. Linschitz admitted hnowing Greenglass but denied espionage. 

IBED BEUFiR . a mutual friend of Tliomas Black and Marry 
Gold, confessed Soviet agentsg admitted furnishing technical infor~ 
nation to the Soviets in 193^» Me denied any contact with Soviets 
since 193^* We has denied espioTxage. 

THO^S BLACK in 1950 admitted being involved in Soviet 
espionage and that he introduced Gold to his (Gold^s) first Soviet 
espionage super ior. The Department in 1953 advised no prosecutive 
action being taken against Black. 

VEnONICA KANE , with aliases Vera Kane, was a close 
acquaintance of both Meller and Black. Kane in the mid^thirties 
typed technical information that Heller and Black had procured for 
the Soviet Union. She has denied knowing this information was 
destined for the Soviet Union. 

J^BRAMAM WOTEGSAN has been identified by both Elizabeth T. 
Bentley ana Marry Gold as having been involved in Soviet espionage 
aotivitiee. Brothman was oonvicted in November, 1950, of eonspiraoy 
to obstruct Justice. Me served his sentence in the Federal Feniter^iary 
at Atlanta and was released in November, 1952.

She, too. eanic 
from poor pareiil.s who lived i>n New 
York's Lower Fast Side, and she. too, 
had liroken with the strict Orthorinx 
Jewish tradition. She was, in fact, a 
Stronger adherent to the Communist 
cause than Bosenherp. Kthi-i's mollier 
despaired ahoul tlieir jioiitiral leati- 
ings and i-alled them “a pair of Com- 
munist fanatic-.” Not m» Fthel's 
younger hrolhei. David, A ploildinir 
youth who never did too well in 
school. David regarded his new 
brother-ill I.vw Julius as an adinir- 
aide iiitcllev tual. Fventually, through 
'the Rosenhergs’ innuenre, David and 
his bride, Btitli. also became Com- 
• inunist syiiipatliizers. 

I N 1943, when he was 21 years old,

lechnical education at Brookly n f’oly- 
teih and al Pull Inslitulc, and llie 
Artiiy tiainevl him to he a niaeliinist.

Tenn.. and thi n 
to Los Alamos, ,N. M., where he was 
pul to vv tirk in a machine shop called 
the Theta .''hop He was conlinualtv 
instructed ahoul the ultraseerel na- 
ture of the projei-t. hut he had no 
idea of wli.ii acliialiy was under i.'on- 
felrur tion at Firs Alamos.

That Convinced Ruth. Like David, 
•hr held Julius in high esteem and 
felt he must know what was liglil. 

39 to helji pav 
the exjieiises of her trip— thr- (list 
payment of money to be made to the 
(.leetiplasses. 

A FEW days later, Ruth gave Da 
vid Julius' message- Hr-, tun, 
protested at first, hut whr'ii she tohl 
him Julius' reasoning, he thought it 
over anil agreed to give her informa 
.tion which she would tuemori/e and 
transmit to the Rosenhergs. Hr- de 
tailed to her the exact layout of the 
Los Alamos liasc and its priricijra) 
buildings. He also told her llie names 
of the leading scientisis who worked 
at the project, Including those of Dr. 
j. Robert OpjM'ribeimer. Dr, George 
B. Ki.stiakowsky and Dr. Niels Bohr. 
This was vital information, sinre tlic 
presence of the.se euiinciit scientist, 
could easily lip off llie nature of tin; 
project. So ser-ret was the project that 
Bohr, for example, was known onlv 
as r)r. Baker, to conceal lii.s true 
identity. The Russians may have al- 
ready pollen lliis information from 
Fuch-, but. al the very lea.sl, the 
Creenglass data verified it. 

In January, 1945, Creenglass grvt 
a furlough and went to New York. 
The next morning, Julius Rosenb<-rg 
was at his aparlmenl asking for in- 
formation. He wanted specific de 
tails about all the work and ex|)eri- 
ntenls known to David at Los Ala- 
mos. According to Creenglass. Ros- 
enberg then pave him a descriplion 
of an atomic bomb, “so that I w’ould 
be able to know what I am looking 
for.” This turned out to he the lyjie 
of bomb firopped at Hiroshima sev- 
eral months later, Justicr Dep .ui ^ 
metil iiiv e.slicalor Pivliack says iTcil 
Bo-crilterg must have obtained this 
inforiualioii from material fed to ilu- 
epy ring by Dr, Fuchs.

There have been and will be I' W 
cases where release can go forward without awaiting that ; ^ ^ 
cldrlflcation, but the present case is peculiarly dlffic^t* 



That beteg s<Ql have, as already noted,Qlven some weight 
to the fact that a possible error in withholding can be 
remedied in the future while an erroneous release would 
have effects beyond the power of recall.
